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ADDRESS  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 


At  the  Annual  Meeting  held  May  9,  1893. 


Members  and  Friends  : 

The  hope  expressed  one  year  ago  that  the  annual  meet- 
ing for  1893  might  be  held  in  the  new  building  is  not  ful- 
filled. There  have  been  unavoidable  delays,  resulting  from 
the  changes  in  the  plans.  Contracts  were  finally  let  for  the 
mason,  stone  and  carpenter  work,  and  on  the  eighth  day  of 
August,  1892,  the  building  was  vacated  and  the  fine  old 
historic  mansion,  so  endeared  to  many  of  our  citizens  and 
to  all  Union  workers,  was  taken  down  to  make  way  for  the 
substantial  structure  required  by  the  increasing  demands  of 
our  work.  Many  donations  of  money,  material  and  labor 
were  promised  by  men  and  women  of  our  own  and  other 
cities,  and  the  construction  has  gone  slowly  but  surely  on 
during  the  winter  months. 

The  Building  Committee  is  not  prepared  to  make  a de- 
tailed report,  but  we  are  happy  to  announce  that  so  far 
every  demand  has  been  promptly  met.  The  sum  of  $15,000 
(one-third  of  the  cost  of  the  new  building)  is  yet  to  be 
raised,  and  the  Union  now  makes  an  earnest  appeal  for  lib- 
eral donations  (of  money,  material  and  labor)  to  enable  it  to 
complete  and  dedicate  the  new  home  entirely  free  from  debt. 

Some  may  ask  the  question,  as  before,  has  not  the 
Women's  Union  received  more  than  its  share  when  kindred 
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associations  are  considered  ? A brief  summary  of  the  work 
accomplished  was  published  several  months  ago,  and  has 
been  widely  circulated,  but  in  order  that  it  may  appear  in 
the  annual  report  at  this  important  time  it  has  been  revised 
and  brought  down  to  the  present  date.  I will  make  this 
statement  as  brief  as  possible,  as  it  must  be  familiar  to 
many  who  are  present  to-day. 

In  1884  Protestant,  Hebrew  and  Roman  Catholic  women 
joined  hands  to  work  on  a broad  basis  and  on  lines  never 
before  attempted  in  our  city.  The  Women's  Educational 
and  Industrial  Union  was  organized,  “its  purpose  to  in- 
crease fellowship  among  women  in  order  to  promote  the 
best  practical  methods  for  securing  their  educational,  in- 
dustrial and  social  advancement.’’  It  has  antagonized  no 
other  association,  but  has  endeavored  to  co-operate  with  all. 

Two  hundred  enthusiastic  women  from  all  religious  sects 
have  worked  harmoniously  together  for  a period  of  nine 
years.  It  is  difficult  to  give  a correct  statement  of  results, 
as  much  must  necessarily  go  unrecorded.  The  Protective 
Committee  has  collected  in  wages  unjustly  withheld  from 
poor  and  friendless  women,  without  charge  to  them,  the 
sum  of  $8,531.50;  a Sargent  gymnasium  was  established 
and  maintained,  and  cases  of  physical  deformity  have 
received  skillful  and  remedial  treatment ; lectures  by 
prominent  physicians,  both  men  and  women,  have  been  an 
important  feature  of  the  physical  culture  department  ; em- 
ployment has  been  obtained  for  3,567  women  without 
charge  to  employer  or  employee;  596  children  have  been 
instructed  in  household  work  ; free  monthly  coteries  for  the 
discussion  of  vital  topics  have  been  held,  and  classes  in 
dressmaking,  reading,  arithmetic,  penmanship,  typewriting, 
bookkeeping,  stenography,  French  and  German  have  ex- 
tended their  privileges  to  1,556  women  ; the  Befriending 


Committee  has  not  only  given  sympathy  to  Union  members, 
but  substantial  aid  to  more  than  1,000  destitute  persons  ; 
social  and  free  literary  and  musical  entertainments  of  a 
high  order  have  drawn  large  audiences  of  those  to  whom 
such  opportunities  are  a rare  privilege ; a free  library  has 
been  maintained  with  current  newspapers  and  magazines, 
open  day  and  evening,  in  charge  of  an  efficient  Reception 
Committtee,  who  have  made  all  visitors  welcome. 

The  Union  has  been  instrumental  in  placing  matrons  in 
three  police  stations  and  in  the  county  jail.  Through  its 
influence  a woman  now  fills  the  position  of  School  Exam- 
iner. The  appointment  of  two  women  as  Trustees  of  the 
Buffalo  Hospital  for  the  Insane  was  also  secured. 

In  the  way  of  reform  legislation,  first  a law  was  passed 
requiring  the  appointment  of  an  educated  woman  physician 
on  the  medical  staff  of  every  insane  hospital  in  the  State. 
As  the  result  of  an  “ Abstract  of  the  Laws  of  New  York  State 
Affecting  the  Rights  and  Property  of  Women,”  compiled 
by  a member  of  our  Protective  Committee,  the  Guardian- 
ship Law  has  been  changed  so  as  to  give  the  mother  equal 
rights  with  the  father  in  the-care  and  custody  of  her  chil- 
dren. (A  detailed  report  will  be  given  by  the  Secretary  of 
our  Protective  Committee.) 

The  Buffalo  Union  has  assisted  to  organize  four  other 
organizations,  three  in  our  own  State  and  one  in  Ohio.  We 
have  never  had  a donation  day  ; the  work  has  been  carried 
on  with  the  income  derived  from  life,  sustaining  and 
annual  members,  and  the  rent  received  from  studios,  etc. 
When  our  real  estate  was  purchased  the  money  was  freely 
given,  and  no  public  entertainments  have  ever  been  held 
for  the  benefit  of  the  building  fund.  Since  the  payment  of 
the  mortgage  in  1889,  no  debt  of  any  kind  has  been 
incurred.  So  much  for  the  past.  Is  not  the  Union  justified 
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in  asking  for  the  encouragement  of  the  public  in  its  new 
enterprise  ? 

The  domestic  problem  is  of  as  much  importance  to  the 
welfare  of  the  home  as  any  of  the  vital  questions  of  the 
day ; it  is  now  receiving  the  attention  of  our  best  thinkers, 
both  men  and  women,  and  the  opinions  expressed  that  no 
better  solution  of  the  vexed  question  presents  itself  than 
that  of  raising  the  standard  of  household  service  and  of 
making  it  of  a less  menial  nature.  Attention  is  called  to 
what  has  been  accomplished  in  the  department  of  home 
and  hospital  nursing  by  the  training  schools  for  nurses. 
Our  sick  are  no  longer  left  to  suffer  in  the  hands  of  care- 
less “ Sairey  Gamps.”  Why  should  not  the  work  of  the 
household,  upon  which  depends  the  comfort  and  well-being 
of  the  family,  be  considered  as  a high  calling,  and  those  who 
skillfully  and  faithfully  perform  its  duties  be  entitled  to  the 
respect  of  the  community  ? 

It  has  been  suggested  that  a “Housekeepers’  Union” 
might  be  effected  as  a result  of  the  congress  of  representa- 
tive women  at  the  World’s  Fair,  and  that  by  its  agency 
domestic  training  schools  could  be  established  in  cities, 
towns  and  villages  of  our  land.  A concerted  effort  would 
certainly  bear  fruit  in  the  future.  Thoughtful  women  must 
join  forces  in  this,  as  in  other  noble  efforts,  before  much 
can  be  accomplished.  More  simplicity  in  our  living,  and 
less  unnecessary  labor  are  demanded.  The  rights  of  both 
employer  and  employee  must  be  respected  and  higher 
ideals  must  prevail.  “ The  solution  of  the  problem  belongs 
to  the  housekeeper  and  not  to  the  servant.”  No  better 
subject  can  engage  the  attention  of  the  Club  and  Union 
women  of  to-day.  It  is  of  more  importance  than  the  ballot 
for  women  or  the  higher  education,  in  fact  it  should  be  a 
branch  of  that  higher  education.  A gifted  college  woman

has  said  : “ Believe  me,  the  qualities  of  a statesman  are 

needed  to  rule  a house  well.” 

To  establish  a scientific  domestic  training  school  in  Buf- 
falo has  long  been  the  desire  of  the  Women’s  Educational 
aud  Industrial  Union,  and  its  hope  is  soon  to  be  realized. 
The  school  will  be  opened  as  soon  as  our  building  is  com- 
pleted. A graduate  from  the  Domestic  Science  Depart- 
ment of  the  Pratt  Institute  in  Brooklyn  has  been  engaged 
to  take  charge  of  the  Union  school,  and  opportunity  will 
be  given  for  the  most  thorough  training  in  every  branch  of 
household  work.  There  will  be  classes  for  cooks,  house- 
maids, laundresses,  housekeepers,  mothers  and  school  girls. 
The  kitchen  garden,  which  has  been  so  successful,  will  be 
continued,  room  provided  for  one  hundred  children,  and 
branches  established  in  various  parts  of  the  city.  We  do 
not  fear  that  the  school  will  not  be  generously  supported, 
for  we  will  appeal  to  all. 

The  reports  of  the  standing  committees  you  are  now  to 
hear.  Our  regular  work  has  been  somewhat  interrupted 
during  the  past  winter  by  reason  of  the  removal  into  the 
more  limited  quarters  of  the  Gymnasium,  so  that  the  har- 
vest gathered  to-day  may  seem  comparatively  small,  but 
the  interest  of  our  active  members  has  continued,  and  much 
good  work  is  the  result.  The  Union  stands  to  elevate,  to 
protect,  or,  in  one  word,  to  educate,  agreeing  with  the  phil- 
osopher that  “ education  is  to  unfold  nature,  to  strengthen 
good  and  conquer  evil,  to  give  self-help.” 

Faith,  hope  and  enthusiasm  are  our  watchwords.  We 
realize  that  the  completion  of  the  most  important  under- 
taking of  the  Union’s  life  depends  upon  the  courage,  faith- 
fulness and  generosity  of  workers,  members  and  friends.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 


The  ninth  year  has  been  eventful  in  the  history  of  the 
Union.  We  have  seen  the  building,  which  has  been  our 
home  for  seven  years,  torn  down  and  a new  and  much 
larger  structure  take  its  place. 

The  Gymnasium,  which  has  served  as  office,  lecture- 
room,  class-room,  reception  hall,  library  and  reading-room 
during  the  past  year,  has  been  a busy  place.  The  limited 
quarters  made  it  necessary  to  drop  much  of  the  work  done 
hitherto  by  the  Domestic  Training,  Hygiene  and  Physical 
Culture,  and  Educational  Committees  ; but  the  labors  of 
the  other  departments  have  gone  on  as  usual,  and,  with  the 
exception  of  that  of  the  Philanthropic  Committee,  under 
our  own  roof  ; that  has  been  carried  on  effectively  at  the 
Fitch  Institute. 

In  September,  T892,  it  was  decided  to  establish  a new 
department  to  be  called  the  Agency  of  Direction,  the 
duties  of  which  would  be  to  furnish  information  in  regard 
to  schools,  and  boarding  and  lodging  places  for  women, 
and  which  would  form  a sub-committee  of  the  Reception 
Committee. 

The  Union  has  again  been  brought  prominently  before 
not  only  the  citizens  of  the  State,  but  those  of  the  country 
at  large,  by  its  success  in  securing  a change  in  the  law 
effecting  the  guardianship  of  children,  and  has  thus  shown 
the  power  of  persistent  but  quiet  effort. 

It  may  be  said  here  that  this  object  had  long  been 
attempted  in  vain  by  others. 

The  business  meetings  of  the  Directors  have  been  held 
the  first  Tuesday  in  every  month,  with  an  average  atten- 
dance of  2o|;  these  figures  show  a steady  increase  each  year. 
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At  the  annual  election  held  May  3,  1892,  nine  of  the 
twelve  Directors,  whose  terras  of  office  had  then  expired, 
were  re-elected.  The  three  new  Directors  chosen  were 
Mrs.  T.  M.  Moore,  Mrs.  Charles  P.  Lytle  and  Miss  Ada  M. 
Kenyon.  There  has  been  but  one  Special  Meeting,  that 
called  for  May  10,  1892,  when  the  report  of  the  Inspectors 
of  Election  was  received,  and  the  following  officers  elected 
for  the  ensuing  year  :

At  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  year,  held  Tuesday, 
May  2,  1893,  the  resignations  of  Mrs.  George  Howard 
Lewis  and  Mrs.  J.  C.  Bryant,  as  Directors,  were  received 
and  accepted  with  sincere  regret.  According  to  Article  XIII 
of  the  Constitution,  these  vacancies  could  not  be  filled  till 
the  June  meeting. 

The  Union  has  a membership  of  600,  the  loss  of  236  as 
compared  with  last  year  being  due  to  the  temporary  sus- 
pension of  many  of  the  classes  in  the  Hygiene  and  Physical 
Culture,  Educational,  and  Domestic  Training  Departments. 

The  number  of  registered  visitors  although  very  small — 
being  only  69,  represents  thirteen  states  and  two  foreign 
countries. 

Mrs.  Josephine  B.  Loomis  continues  to  perform  the 
duties  of  Superintendent  faithfully  and  effectively.

COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE. 


The  Finance  Committee  reports,  as  the  event  of  the  year, 
the  receipt  of  one  thousand  dollars  from  the  executor  of 
the  estate  of  the  late  Mrs.  Helen  A.  AVhiting.  This  is  our 
first  bequest.  Mrs.  AVhiting  was  a loyal  friend  of  the 
Union  from  the  beginning,  and  for  many  years  a sustaining 
member. 

By  the  will  of  the  late  Daniel  S.  Ingalls,  of  Springville, 
N.  Y.,  the  Union  is  named  as  residuary  legatee.  The  will 
is  at  present  being  contested  in  the  Surrogate’s  Court,  and 
at  this  date  it  is  impossible  to  predict  the  result. 

Cash  donations  to  the  fuel  fund  amounting  to  one  hun- 
dred and  fifteen  dollars,  six  tons  of  chestnut  coal,  and  all 
the  oil  required,  have  been  cheerfully  given.  Donations  to 
the  Building  Fund  have  been  generous.  A full  report  will 
be  given  when  the  new  building  is  completed. 

The  amount  of  cash  donations  to  the  General  Fund  will 
be  reported  by  the  Treasurer. 

There  is  an  increase  of  seven  in  the  number  of  life  mem- 
bers, making  twenty-seven  in  all. 

A complete  record  of  gifts  to  the  Union  is  kept  by  the 
Treasurer  and  Superintendent,  and  all  are  promptly  ac- 
knowledged. It  is  in  accordance  with  the  request  of  a 
majority  of  our  contributors,  that  names  and  amounts  are 
not  published.

COMMITTEE  ON  EMPLOYMENT. 


Our  Union  bee  hive  has  been  constantly  full,  at  times 
almost  overcrowded,  but  we  have  managed  to  find  place 
for  most  of  our  work. 

This  department  has  now  closed  another  successful  year. 
In  our  limited  quarters  we  have  been  able  to  extend  a help- 
ing hand,  and  with  words  of  encouragement  brighten  the 
hopes  of  the  needy  and  discouraged  ones  who  came  for 
help. 
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There  must  be  a bright  out-look  for  all  the  Union  work 
in  the  future,  if  so  much  could  be  accomplished  in  this 
small  space.  Think  of  the  future  possibilities  in  the  new 
Union  ! 

The  Employment  Committee  furnished  a report  for  the 
World’s  Fair,  of  women  and  girls  employed  in  factories, 
with  average  ages  and  salaries. 

We  find  the  list  of  fraudulent  firms  invaluable  in  our 
line  of  work.  We  have  had  occasion  several  times  during 
the  year,  to  apply  to  our  Mother  Union  in  Boston  for 
information  on  this  subject,  which  is  always  furnished 
promptly  and  kindly. 

Applications  from  employees  always  receive  immediate 
attention 


We  also  report  three  permanent  homes  found  for  girls 
from  12  to  14  years  old. 

The  Mending  Department  remains  in  statu  quo.  There 
was  no  room  in  the  Gymnasium  for  the  work. 


Circulars  describing  our  work  have  been  freely  circulated. 
We  have  done  some  philanthropic  work  as  the  need  came 
under  the  observation  of  some  members  of  the  Committee. 
We  are  always  glad  to  co-operate  with  the  Philanthropic 
Department.  This  Committee  also  reports  supervision  of 
work  for  Mrs.  Merchant,  two  days  in  the  month,  dating 
since  November,  at  the  Charity  Organization. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  work  during  the  year  is 
744.  The  number  given  employment  is  541. 

The  Employment  Bureau  finds  positions  for  book-keepers, 
stenographers,  telegraphers,  copyists,  clerks,  governesses, 
matrons,  nurses,  house-keepers,  seamstresses,  dressmakers, 
and  laundresses.  Respectfully  submitted,

COMMITTEE  ON  DOMESTIC  TRAINING. 


Few  greater  discoveries  for  the  benefit  of  humanity  have 
there  been  than  Miss  Emily  Huntington’s  discovery  of  the 
Kitchen  Garden  idea  in  1877.  The  voyage  that  led  Miss 
Huntington  to  this  discovery  was  through  a mission  school 
in  New  York,  where  she  had  ample  opportunity  to  see  the 
results  of  ignorance  and  wastefulness  in  house-keeping  and 
home-making.  She  developed  a course  of  interesting  les- 
sons and  songs  for  teaching  young  girls  house-work  with 
miniature  utensils.  Miss  Huntington  interested  many 
people  of  wealth  and  influence  in  her  new  idea,  and  in  1880 
they  formed  the  New  York  Kitchen  Garden  Association. 

In  1884  this  association  enlarged  into  the  Industrial 
Educational  Association  of  New  York,  the  crowning  work 
of  which  was  the  establishment  in  1887  of  The  New  York 
Training  School  for  Teachers.  The  idea  was  quickly 
taken  up  in  other  cities  and  even  abroad.  And  to-day  the 
Kitchen  Gardens  of  the  country  may  be  counted  by  scores, 
if  not  by  hundreds,  and  we  have  a very  interesting  and 
helpful  literature  on  the  subject  of  Industrial  Education. 

The  Union  Kitchen  Garden  has  been  suspended  during 
the  past  year,  owing  to  lack  of  room,  but  the  Cold  Springs 
Branch  has  been  continued  successfully,  thanks  to  the 
genius  of  Miss  Simons  in  teaching  and  directing.  Many 
of  the  teachers  went  across  the  city  every  Saturday  in  rain 
and  snow  in  order  to  keep  their  engagement  with  their 
little  Kitchen  Garden  friends. 

Three  other  Kitchen  Gardens  have  been  started  in  the 
city  this  winter  ; although  not  connected  with  the  Union, 


we  may  truthfully  say  that  they  are  an  outgrowth  of  the 
Union  Kitchen  Garden,  and  each  school  is  represented  on 
our  Committee.  Mrs.  Stephen  Walker  has  conducted  a 
Kitchen  Garden  at  St.  Paul’s  Church.  Miss  Grein  has 
taught  an  older  class  of  girls  on  Canal  street.  Fifteen 
ladies  of  the  Prospect  Avenue  Baptist  Church,  under  the 
efficient  leadership  of  Mrs.  Chivers,  have  had  a fine  school 
on  Fifth  street.  A generous  gentleman  furnished  funds 
for  a very  complete  set  of  utensils.  At  first  the  mothers 
in  the  neighborhood  refused  to  allow  their  daughters  to 
attend  the  school  lest  they  “ be  taught  to  be  servants,”  but 
a better  understanding  of  the  work  brought  a good  number 
of  enthusiastic  pupils. 

The  Kitchen  Garden  is  really  a simplification  of  domes- 
tic science.  It  is  intended  to  teach  the  simplest  methods 
of  good  housekeeping,  and  to  show  our  pupils  that  the  art 
of  home-making  is  one  of  the  noblest  trusts  necessary  on 
earth.  Of  course  the  girl  who  is  fitted  to  serve  in  her  own 
home  is  also  competent  to  help  another  woman  make  her 
home  more  perfect. 

The  domestic  problem  is  one  of  the  gravest  that  con- 
fronts us,  it  is  not  only  domestic  but  philanthropic,  social 
and  economic  as  well  ; newspapers  and  magazines  are  full 
of  able  articles  upon  different  phases  of  the  subject,  and 
one  writer  in  the  New  England  Magazine  has  a compre- 
hensive view  of  the  historical  aspect  of  domestic  service. 
As  in  other  economics  the  question  is  largely  one  of  supply 
and  demand;  we  hear  of  the  thousands  of  “superfluous 
women,”  of  the  hardships  of  factory  and  shop  girls,  of  the 
oppression  of  the  “ sweating  system,”  and  yet  good  homes 
are  awaiting  these  women  if  matters  can  be  adjusted. 
First  of  all  we  must  change  the  sentiment  regarding  house- 
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work,  we  must  not  be  willing  to  admit  that  the  service 
that  is  the  very  foundation  of  a well-ordered  home  is 
menial  and  degrading.  Women  are  ready  to  lend  a helping 
hand  to  each  other,  but  we  must  learn  to  reach  out  and  not 
down.  We  must  create  conditions  by  Which  it  will  be 
possible  for  women,  who  really  prefer  to  make  house-work 
their  profession,  to  do  so  without  feeling  that  thereby  they 
lose  forever  their  social  standing. 

Schools  like  our  fine  new  Domestic  Training  School  will 
help  greatly  by  showing  the  dignity  and  importance  of 
domestic  service. 

Our  Kitchen  Gardens  help  also  in  many  ways  ; there  we 
teach  our  little  women  that  there  is  all  the  difference  in  the 
world  between  work  badly  done  and  work  well  done,  and 
that  along  the  line  of  work  well  done  lie  promotion  and 
moral  development. 

We  hope  next  year  to  invite  you  all  to  our  new  Kitchen 
Garden  in  the  perfect  rooms  of  the  Training  School.  We 
hope  to  have  one  paid  teacher  who  will  be  in  charge  on 
Saturdays ; entire  volunteer  labor  is  too  much  to  expect. 
I want  to  leave  the  thought  fresh  in  your  minds  that  any- 
one who  has  not  time  to  teach,  will  perform  a grateful  act 
by  supplying  the  small  sum  necessary  to  pay  this  teacher, 
men  by  no  means  being  debarred  from  the  privilege.

COMMITTEE  ON  HYGIENE  AND  PHYSICAL 

CULTURE. 


The  work  of  this  Committee  during  the  past  year  has 
conti acted,  rather  than  increased,  and  as  a consequence  we 
have  but  a short  report  to  make.  The  tearing  down  of  the 
old  building  made  it  necessary  for  all  the  work  of  the 
Union  to  be  done  in  the  quarters  formerly  devoted  exclu- 
sively to  physical  training,  and  we  were  able  to  use  the  room 
for  gymnasium  classes  but  two  afternoons  in  the  week,  and 
the  Monday  afternoon  Hygiene  lectures,  which  have  so  long 
been  a feature  of  the  work  of  this  Committee,  were  this  year 
limited  to  one  each  month.  These  lectures  were  quite  well 
attended  and  were  on  topics  of  special  interest.  The  open- 
ing lecture  was  given  by  Dr.  C.  G.  Stockton  on  November 
14th;  he  gave  an  interesting  talk  on  “What  Constitutes 
Health  and  Disease.”  The  December  lecture  was  omitted 
and  the  January  lecture— an  illustrated  lecture  on  “What 
Modern  Surgery  has  done  for  Woman  and  Children  ’’—was 
given  by  Dr.  De  Witt  G.  Wilcox.  An  appliance  to  be  used 
in  the  throat  in  cases  of  diphtheria  in  young  children  was 
of  special  interest,  illustrating  the  possibility  of  overcoming 
this  dread  disease  which  formerly  was  almost  certain  to 
terminate  fatally  in  children  under  three  months  of  age. 
Dr.  Mary  Green  gave  a lecture  in  January  or  “ Heredity.” 
Dr.  Green  is  a young  physician,  but  showed  herself  mistress 
of  the  subject  which  she  presented.  Dr.  Pryor’s  lecture  on 
Coughs  and  Colds  came  at  a most  opportune  season — 
February  13th — and  was  a familiar,  instructive  talk  on 
causes  and  cures  of  throat  and  lung  diseases.  It  was  so 
well  received  that  Dr.  Pryor  has  been  asked  to  repeat  it 


next  season.  On  March  13th  Dr.  Putnam,  one  of  our 
favorite  speakers,  gave  a lecture  on  “ Headaches  and  Their 
Treatment  ” in  children  and  adults. 

Last  year,  at  the  close  of  Dr.  Sarah  Morris’  “Talks  to 
Young  Women  ” which  have  become  so  popnlar  that  they 
are  recognized  as  a regular  part  of  the  Hygiene  and 
Physical  Culture  work,  she  was  asked  to  repeat  them,  but 
as  her  time  was  fully  occupied  she  was  obliged  to  decline, 
promising,  however,  that  she  would  do  so  another  year. 
The  young  women  held  her  to  her  promise,  and  early  in  the 
year  she  began  a course  of  four  lectures.  The  admission 
was  free,  and  each  Wednesday  evening  the  room  was 
crowded  to  its  utmost  capacity  with  young  women.  At  the 
third  lecture  a petition  was  presented  to  Dr.  Morris  and  to 
the  Committee,  asking  that  two  more  lectures  be  given,  and 
to  this  request  Dr.  Morris  kindly  acceded.  At  these  lec- 
tures nearly  every  young  woman,  to  show  her  appreciation 
of  this  privelege,  contributed  a small  amount,  and  the  sum 
realized  was  $26.10. 

At  the  closing  lecture  Dr.  Morris  presented  to  each  one 
present  a dainty  souvenir,  consisting  of  a tasteful  card 
headed  “Crown  Jewels  for  personal  Adornment,”  and 
below  was  printed  those  wonderful  words  of  Paul  beginning 
“ Though  I speak  with  the  tongues  of  men  and  of  angels 
and  have  not  charity.”  The  subject  of  this  lecture  was 
“The  Responsibilities  of  Young  Womanhood,”  and  using 
the  card  for  a text,  Dr.  Morris  gave  a lecture  that  was  of 
the  greatest  possible  value  to  young  women  on  the  thres- 
hold of  life. 

A course  of  four  lectures,  under  the  suspices  of  this 
Committee,  was  given  during  the  winter  at  the  Fifth  Street 
Mission  Chapel.  Dr.  Morris  gave  this  course  also,  and  the 
lectures  were  practical,  common-sense  talks  to  wives  and 
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mothers  on  personal  hygiene,  the  care  of  their  homes,  their 
children,  etc. 

Gymnasium. 

Our  Gymnasium  classes  this  winter,  have  been  under  the 
charge  of  Miss  Adele  Ripont,  a graduate  from  the  Emerson 
School  of  Physical  Culture  in  Boston.  As  the  room  was 
available  but  two  afternoons  each  week  for  classes,  and  as 
there  was  no  opportunity  for  using  any  of  the  apparatus, 
the  lessons  have  been  confined  to  free  movements,  but 
these  movements  embody  all  exercises  necessary  for  the 
development  of  the  body  and  for  preserving  health.  While 
apparatus  has  its  advantages  for  special  cases,  and  for 
under-development,  yet  free  gymnastics  pursued  under  the 
direction  of  a competent  teacher,  are  sufficient  to  produce 
the  firmness  and  strength  which  shall  be  equal  to  all  the 
demands  labor  may  make  upon  them. 

The  gain  in  general  health,  the  expansion  of  the  chest, 
the  ordering  of  the  internal  economy,  the  right  use  of  the 
muscles,  the  correct  bearing  of  the  body’s  weight,  all  these 
and  more  have  been  the  results  to  the  pupils  of  Miss 
Ripont’s  conscientious  and  enlightened  teaching,  and  while 
the  classes  have  not  been  large,  yet  perhaps  the  benefit  to 
the  pupil  has  been  greater. 

It  is  now  a recognized  fact  that  gymnastic  exercise,  and 
that  of  an  intelligent  kind,  is  a necessary  part  of  a girl’s 
education,  and  we  hope  that  another  year,  with  our  in- 
creased facilities  for  work,  we  shall  be  able  to  have  classes 
every  working  day  in  the  year. 

The  Committee  extends  its  thanks  to  the  physicians  who 
have  kindly  given  their  time  and  services,  and  to  those 
who  have  in  any  way  assisted  in  this  branch  of  the  Union’s 
work.

COMMITTEE  ON  PHILANTHROPY. 


This  Committee  has  general  charge  of  all  matters  per- 
taining to  practical  philanthropy,  which  includes  visiting 
and  caring  for  the  sick,  to-day  to  give  to  the  troubled  and 
perplexed  mind  the  word  of  sympathy  and  advice  that 
will  help  and  strengthen  in  the  battle  of  life  ; to-morrow 
to  clothe  and  feed  the  needy,  anon  to  act  the  part  of  oil 
upon  the  troubled  waters  of  domestic  infelicity  ; and  an- 
other time  to  lift  the  erring  and  encourage  them  to  new- 
ness of  life  ; all  these  are  privileges  of  this  Committee. 
“ There  is  nothing  which  helps  us  to  feel  that  our  lives  have 
been  worth  living,  so  much  as  the  consciousness  that  we 
have  helped  some  other  soul  to  fill  its  destiny.” 

Some  months  ago  the  case  of  a dying  woman,  who  was 
anxious  to  see  her  child  who  had  been  adopted  and  gone 
to  another  place  to  live,  was  reported  to  the  Union.  Influ- 
ence was  used  which  ended  in  gratifying  the  desire  of  the 
mother.  “ Kindness  and  human  fellowship  will  unbolt  and 
unbar  where  all  other  forces  will  clamor  in  vain.”  This 
has  been  found  truthful  oftentimes  in  our  work  ; a little 
kindness  has  unbarred  the  door,  and  let  us  into  the  secret 
places  of  the  life,  and  thus  has  given  the  power  to  help  and 
comfort  that  we  could  not  otherwise  have  obtained.  Hav- 
ing no  room  in  which  to  carry  on  the  work  of  this  Commit- 
tee in  this  building  the  past  winter,  a room  was  given  for 
our  use  in  the  Fitch  Institute.  This  room  has  been  kept 
open  two  hours  a day,  on  three  days  of  the  week,  when 
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members  of  the  Committee  have  been  present  to  attend  to 
all  cases  that  have  been  presented.  During  the  year  sev- 
enty-five cases,  numbering  two  hundred  and  seventy  per- 
sons, were  cared  for  in  various  ways.  Three  hundred  and 
fifty-two  pounds  of  provisions  were  given  away,  and  in 
addition  a score  of  baskets  full  of  provisions  were  given 
by  individual  members.  Eour  hundred  and  eighty-nine 
garments,  and  twenty  pairs  of  boots  and  shoes,  for  men, 
women  and  children  were  also  distributed. 

Donations  of  five  hundred  articles  of  clothing,  and  six 
hundred  pounds  of  provisions,  enabled  us  to  carry  on  the 
work  we  have  been  doing.  Railroad  tickets  were  given  to 
ten  persons  to  enable  them  to  go  to  different  places,  where 
their  condition  would  be  bettered.  Medical  attendance 
and  nurses  have  been  furnished  in  a number  of  cases. 
Gifts  of  coal  and  wood,  and  several  small  sums  of  money, 
were  received.  The  money  in  most  cases  was  used  to  help 
pay  rent.  One  man,  dying  with  consumption,  and  having 
a sick  wife,  would  have  been  put  out  of  his  poor  little 
home,  but  for  the  influence  of  a member  of  this  Com- 
mittee. 

The  Charity  Organization  has  been  of  great  assistance 
in  its  thorough  investigation  of  cases.

COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION. 


The  report  of  the  Educational  Committee  for  the  past 
year  will  be  brief.  In  our  limited  quarters  no  class- 
room was  found  available,  and  no  classes  were  formed  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year,  with  the  exception  of  one  in 
Stenography,  taught  by  Miss  Mary  E.  Blossom.  This  was 
discontinued  in  January. 

The  regular  coteries  and  several  lectures  have  been  held 
in  the  Gymnasium,  which  has  served  as  a pleasant  lecture 
hall.  The  first  coterie  was  held  Monday,  November  7, 
for  which  Dr.  Sarah  H.  Morris  prepared  and  read  a paper 
on  “Woman  as  a Molder  of  Public  Opinion.”  The  subject 
of  “Woman  as  a Political  Factor”  was  presented  by  Mrs. 
L.  C.  Fuller,  on  January  16th.  February  6th,  Mrs.  E.  R. 
Rice  gave  a paper  on  “ The  Legal  Status  of  Woman.” 

Miss  Rose  Clarke  arranged  the  programme  for  “ Artists’ 
Day,”  which  was  set  down  in  the  Hand-Book  for  March 
6th.  For  this  a paper  was  prepared  by  Mrs.  Adeline  Sheer 
and  read  by  Mrs,  Moot,  in  which  the  subject  for  discussion 
presented  was,  “ Is  it  Advisable  for  One  who  has  no  Par- 
ticular Talent  to  Study  Art  ? ” 

The  last  coterie  was  held  April  3d.  Mrs.  Henry  Lyon 
prepared  the  paper  and  took  charge  of  the  discussion  on 
“ What  Education  will  best  fit  Woman  for  the  Duties  of 
Life.” 

A new  method  of  prepared  discussion  was  adopted  this 
year,  by  which  the  most  important  points  in  the  several 
papers  were  more  fully  brought  out  by  ladies  who  were 
asked  to  specially  consider  them.  Time  was  also  given  for 
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general  discussion.  To  those  ladies  who  have  kindly 
given  their  aid  to  make  these  coteries  interesting  and  suc- 
cessful, the  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  thanks. 

Four  lectures,  for  which  an  admission  fee  was  charged, 
have  been  given  during  the  year.  December  5th,  Miss 
Anna  Letchworth,  who  was  at  one  time  a Union  Director, 
gave  us  a glimpse  of  “ Some  By-Paths  of  European  Travel.” 
December  30th,  Mr.  Arthur  Kaiser,  a lecturer  in  the 
Chicago  University  Extension  Committee,  gave  a paper  on 
“ Columbus  and  his  American  Discoveries.”  In  January, 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Orr  Williams,  of  Boston,  Mass.,  gave  two 
lectures  on  “ Art  Pottery.”  These*  lectures  were  given  in 
the  Natural  Science  Lecture  Hall,  which  was  kindly  given 
for  our  use.  At  the  lecture  held  Thursday,  January  26th, 
Mrs.  Williams  spoke  of  “ Mediaeval  and  Renaissance  Art,” 
and  on  the  evening  of  Friday,  January  27th,  “ Modern 
Pottery  ” was  the  subject  presented.  Mrs.  Williams 
brought  many  valuable  specimens  with  her.  Others  were 
kindly  loaned  by  different  members  of  the  Union,  and  for 
the  second  lecture  we 'had  some  of  the  valuable  Riggs  Col- 
lection of  Ancient  American  Pottery,  now  in  the  Natural 
Science  Rooms. 

On  the  evening  of  February  27th,  Mr.  John  Francis 
Waters,  M.  A.,  of  Ottawa,  Canada,  gave  a lecture  on 
“ Nathaniel  Hawthorne  ; Illustrated  from  His  Writings.” 
With  this  our  lecture  season  closed. 

We  have  to  acknowledge  the  valuable  gift  from  Mr. 
McMichael  of  twenty-five  fine  photographs  of  the  old 
Union  Building.  These  have  been  sold  as  souvenirs, 
which,  as  time  goes  by,  will  become  more  and  more  dear 
to  those  who  have  worked  together  under  the  sheltering 
roof  of  the  historic  old  building.  Mrs.  Emily  B.  Alward, 
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a representative  of  the  honored  family  who  built  and  occu- 
pied it  for  so  many  years,  prepared  for  us  a short  sketch  of 
its  history.  This  we  have  had  printed  on  convenient  slips 
to  accompany  each  picture. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  were  $203.25,  and  the  expenses 
$175.57,  leaving  a balance  of  $27.68.

COMMITTEE  ON  PROTECTION. 


More  than  any  preceding  year,  the  one  just  ended  shows 
the  result  of  united  and  persistent  effort  to  establish  the 
principles  of  right  and  justice  to  the  working  women  of 
our  city. 

The  records  have  shown  a greater  number  of  cases  and 
claims,  amounting  to  a much  larger  sum,  but  never  before 
has  so  large  a proportion  of  the  claims  been  collected  nor 
so  large  a proportion  of  the  cases  been  settled.  From  the 
divorce  case  to  the  broken  dish  of  the  kitchen  girl,  in  every 
calling  where  woman  earns  her  bread,  we  must  collect  her 
wages,  and  settle  disputes  as  to  the  same  with  her  employer. 
Each  year  the  work  is  marked  by  some  one  class  of  cases 
more  conspicuous  or  more  aggravating  than  the  rest,  upon 
which  we  must  focus  all  our  energies. 

We  have  no  longer  cases  against  those  loan  associations 
which  for  years  extorted  from  100  per  cent,  to  200  per 
cent,  interest  on  small  sums  loaned  to  the  poor,  selling 
their  furniture  if  these  payments  ceased. 
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Tailors  and  cheap  boarding-house  keepers  whose  names 
became  familiar  as  perpetual  defendants,  dropped  from  our 
books,  after  the  clause  relating  to  Domestic  Service  was 
incorporated  into  the  city  charter. 

During  the  past  year  far  too  large  a number  of  claims 
have  been  for  dress-making.  Investigation  shows  that  the 
majority  of  these  are  girls  who  sew  in  shops,  and  whose 
employers  are  unable  to  meet  their  expenses,  because  their 
patrons  do  not  pay  promptly  for  their  work.  We  have 
offered  to  collect  from  the  patrons,  but  that  has  naturally 
been  refused  for  fear  of  losing  custom. 

Dress-making  bills  amounting  to  $258.37  have  been  pre- 
sented during  the  year,  only  a small  part  of  which  has  yet 
been  paid. 

The  abstract  of  laws  prepared  by  Mrs.  E.  R.  Rice  called 
the  attention  of  the  department  to  the  injustice  of  the 
Guardianship  Law  of  New  York  State,  and  in  December 
it  was  voted  to  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Directors  that 
a bill  be  moved  at  once,  making  husband  and  wife  equal 
guardians  of  their  children.  The  bill  was  prepared  by 
Mr.  Frank  M.  Loomis,  presented  in  the  Assembly  by  Hon. 
Edward  Gallagher,  and  in  the  Senate  by  Hon.  J.  A.  Cantor, 
passed  both  houses  without  a negative  vote,  and  was  signed 
by  Gov.  Flower  March  226.  If  women  in  other  cities, 
whose  attention  and  time  is  so  diversely  claimed,  would 
concentrate  their  efforts,  they  might  do  for  their  localities 
and  for  their  States  what  the  Women’s  Union  of  Buffalo 
is  doing  in  New  York. 

To  one  who  watches  the  course  of  progress  as  a whole, 
this  department  alone  has  proven  the  value  of  organization 
to  secure  reform. 
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We  often  hear  the  complaint  : “ You  are  making  the  girls 
so  independent.”  Yes,  that  is  what  we  are  trying  to  do, 
for  with  independence  comes  self-respect,  and  with  self- 
respect,  respect  for  labor.  Why  should  they  not  be  inde- 
pendent ? “The  best  grace  before  meat,  is  the  conscious- 
ness of  having  earned  it.” 

All  house-keepers  recognize  the  fact  that  sometimes  ser- 
vants do  not  perform  the  work  for  which  they  receive  pay, 
or  else  perform  it  very  badly  ; but  they  also  recognize  the 
fact  that  “the  old  family  servant”  belongs  to  the  past,  and 
that  the  relation  now  existing  between  mistress  and  maid, 
is  a purely  commercial  one. 

The  domestic  grievances  about  which  we  hear  such  an 
outcry,  are  the  result  of  the  changing  and  uplifting  of  our 
social  system,  and  the  independence  of  our  help  is  the  con- 
sequence of  education  and  progress.  When  the  mistress 
knows  how  to  put  her  own  hand  to  the  task  she  sets  her 
maid,  and  can  serve  as  well  as  rule  ; when  all  will  demand 
skilled  labor  for  the  highest  wages  and  will  accept  no  other, 
then  will  the  better  class  of  girls  respect  domestic  service 
and  acknowledge  that  true  superiority  which  their  employ- 
ers shall  deserve. 

Of  the  141  cases  taken  during  the  year,  130  have  been 
settled. 

Of  the  claims  amounting  to  $1,758.57,  $931.39  have  been 
collected,  making  the  total  amount  collected  by  the  De- 
partment, $8,531.00.

COMMITTEE  ON  LITERARY  AND  MUSICAE 
ENTERTAINMENT. 


In  presenting  this,  the  ninth  annual  report  of  this  Com- 
mittee, we  fully  realize  the  growth  and  strength  of  the 
Women's  Educational  and  Industrial  Union.  Yet  as  the 
years  multiply,  and  the  work  so  well  done  goes  to  make 
up  our  history,  the  particular  work  of  this  Committee  has 
thus  far  admitted  of  but  little  variation,  owing  to  want  of 
audience  room  and  our  very  meagre  stage  facilities. 

The  season  begun  November  14,  1892,  closing  April  17, 
1893,  was  a most  successful  one.  In  addition  to  the  six 
regular  entertainments  given  monthly,  a seventh  was  given, 
called  the  Christmas  number,  for  which  an  unusually  fine 
program  was  presented.  Perhaps  we  ought  to  speak  of 
December  as  having  been  a red-letter  month,  in  conse- 
quence of  its  two  excellent  entertainments,  for,  besides  the 
one  already  noted,  early  in  the  month  we  enjoyed  not 
only  a musical  treat,  but  a most  interesting  talk  on  Louisa 
— Prussia’s  dearly  loved  queen— whose  death  occurred  in 
1810.  Every  incident  of  this  story  was  so  well  told,  that 
the  blending  was  like  that  of  a fine  mosaic. 

In  fact  each  and  every  one  of  these  free  entertainments 
has  been  most  excellent,  and  so  well  attended  that  all 
available  space  was  occupied,  and  standing  room  on  the 
stair-way  seemed  even  to  be  at  a premium,  for  long  before 
the  hour  for  an  imaginary  curtain  to  rise  every  seat  was 
occupied.  It  is  almost  needless  to  add  that  these  feasts  of 
music  and  elocution  were  greatly  enjoyed.

The  Union  had  but  one  room  to  offer  us,  yet  we  were 
not  discouraged,  for  had  we  not  often  looked  with  secret 
longing  to  the  coveted  gymnasium,  and  wished  we  only 
could  hold  our  entertainments  there  ? 

Yet  that  has  been  outgrown  ; and  the  Hall,  which  once 
seemed  as  a dream,  is  before  us  ; inspiring  us  to  greater 
work  in  a very  near  future. 

This  Committee  thanks  most  heartily  all  who  have 
kindly  and  cheerfully  aided  us,  by  contributing  both  time 
and  talents  to  make  the  seven  evenings  before  mentioned 
full  of  pleasure  to  those  in  attendance.  We  must  also 
thank  the  Press  for  continuing  its  many  courtesies. 

In  leaving  you  for  a few  short  months,  we  fully  recognize 
the  many  possibilities  which  the  Hall  will  afford  us,  and 
trust  that  our  many  friends,  not  only  of  this  Committee 
but  of  our  beloved  Union  as  well,  will  aid  us  in  giving  you 
next  season  many  pleasant  surprises.

REPORT  OF  KITCHEN  GARDEN  WORK  AT 
COLD  SPRINGS. 

Branch  of  Women’s  Union  School. 


If  there  is  one  thing  prettier  than  a garden  filled  with 
lovely  flowers,  it  is  a room  bright  with  happy  children’s 
faces.  All  through  the  winter  months  a little  band  of 
gardeners  have  been  laboring  with  the  hope  that  they  might 
have  a full  showing  of  blossoms  in  the  spring-time.  The 
garden  soil  was  of  varied  variety,  and  much  care  had  to  be 
exercised  in  order  that  it  might  all  become  productive. 
And  now,  as  the  gardeners  look  over  the  result  of  their 
labor,  they  feel  glad  and  satisfied,  that  so  many  of  the  seeds 
sown  have  taken  root,  and  have  grown  into  flowers  with 
happy  faces. 

The  minds  and  hearts  of  children  are  beautiful  gardens 
in  which  to  work,  and  if  the  gardener  is  patient  and 
loving  she  will  be  well  repaid  for  her  labor  by  the  good 
results. 

We  have  been  very  happy  at  the  Kitchen  Garden.  Sun- 
shine is  always  to  be  found  there,  and  that  is  the  reason  our 
little  plants  grow  so  well.  We  have  been  learning  to  be- 
come nice  little  housekeepers,  and  much  more  too  ; we  have 
learned  to  be  thoughtful  of  others,  to  be  patient,  persever- 
ing and  cheerful  ; and,  most  of  all,  we  have  found  that  to 
be  happy  one  must  be  busy  ; to  be  busy,  one  must  do  with 
the  whole  heart  the  task  at  hand. 
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We  have  tried  to  learn  our  lessons  well.  We  can  almost 
make  a fire,  make  a bed,  set  the  table,  or  do  the  washing  with 
our  eyes  closed,  so  often  have  we  rehearsed  these  duties  ; 
yet  we  well  know  the  value  of  our  “ bright  eyes,”  and  I think 
no  dirty  corners  or  cobwebs  will  be  found  in  our  homes. 
The  sheets  of  our  little  bed  in  use  are  marked  K.  G. — 
Kitchen  Garden.  One  of  our  teachers  ingeniously  applied 
the  initials  to  an  imaginary  little  girl,  Kitty  Gray  by  name. 
So  it  is  Kitty  Gray  who  gets  up  in  the  morning — always 
“ out  of  the  right  side  of  the  bed.”  It  is  Kitty  Gray  who 
does  all  the  household  duties  with  a happy  heart  and  a 
cheerful  face.  We  admire  Kitty,  and  it  is  our  aim  to  be 
just  like  her. 

Almost  every  little  girl  likes  to  sew.  It’s  being  “like 
mother.”  In  our  sewing  we  have  desired  quality  rather 
than  quantity.  This  year  each  child  has  made  but  one  gar- 
ment, an  apron  ; but  these  have  been  well  made,  and  we 
invite  competition.  A few  of  our  mothers  let  the  girls  come 
because  “it  is  better  than  being  on  the  street,”  but  the 
majority  of  mothers  appreciate  our  work,  and  they  come 
in  to  tell  us  how  Annie  or  May  have  improved,  and  how 
they  help  make  the  home  bright  and  neat,  and  how,  too, 
they  teach  the  mother  the  best  and  right  way  to  do  the 
work.  One  mother  came  to  tell  how  her  little  “ Edith 
mended  a tear  in  her  dress,  and  you  could  not  tell  where  it 
had  been  torn.”  Expressions  of  this  kind  are  welcome  to 
the  gardener,  for  they  inspire  her  with  renewed  strength 
and  devotion. 

O,  for  more  helpers  in  this  good  work  ; for  young  women 
who  have  strength,  perseverence  and  loving  hearts,  that 
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will  make  them  faithful  workers.  The  true  gardener  must 
be  an  ideal  of  good  nature,  patience  and  firmness.  She 
must  first  win  the  child’s  love  and  admiration,  then,  step  by 
step,  the  girl  will  progress,  having  always  the  teacher  as  an 
example  to  follow. 

We  have  had  a large  school  this  winter — seventy-five 
names  on  the  roll-call.  The  girls  love  to  come,  and  noth- 
ing will  keep  them  away  if  they  are  well. 

Our  penny  collection  amounted  to  $18.00  Each  child  was 
given  her-  savings  on  the  closing  Saturday,  and  that  with  a 
liberal  amount  of  ice  cream  and  cake,  sent  the  seventy-five 
little  girls  to  their  homes  in  a very  happy  frame  of  mind— 
the  only  regret  being  that  there  would  be  “ no  more 
Kitchen  Garden  this  season.”

ing the  work  done  by  the  Union,  and  in  showing  strangers 
through  the  building.” 

Added  to  these  duties  it  is  now  our  pleasure  to  welcome 
and  to  assist  in  any  way  necessary  the  many  young  business 
women  who  take  advantage  of  the  hour  at  noon  to  come 
to  the  Union  where  they  may  combine  the  pleasure  of 
looking  over  the  daily  paper,  the  last  magazine  or  a favorite 
book  while  engaged  in  the  otherwise  uninteresting  occu- 
pation of  eating  their  lunch. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  formed  from  this 
Committee  a sub-Committee  called  the  “Agency  of  Direc- 
tion," Miss  Mary  H.  Williams,  Chairman.  The  ladies  of  the 
Committee  have  prepared  a list  of  the  various  schools, 
public  and  private,  the  Kindergartens,  Libraries,  Diet 
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Kitchen  and  District  nurses,  as  well  as  a list  of  boarding 
houses,  and  of  private  houses  where  board  may  be  obtained 
at  reasonable  rates. 

Our  visiting  member  is  most  happy  to  furnish  information 
to  those  .who  may  inquire  regarding  any  of  the  various 
educational  and  other  institutions. 

During  the  year  the  usual  number  of  resignations  have 
been  received  from  those  whom  we  regret  to  lose  from  our 
number,  but  we  have  been  able  to  fill  their  places  by  others 
who  will  no  doubt  serve  the  Union  with  the  same  devotion 
as  have  their  predecessors.

could  best  be  relieved  by  those  well  fited  to  extend  a helping 
hand,  no  way  before  had  ever  been  planned.

ACT  OF  INCORPORATION. 


We,  the  undersigned,  citizens  and  residents  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  of  full  age,  being  desirous  of  forming  a corporation  for  educa- 
tional, charitable,  benevolent  and  library  purposes,  under  and  in  pursu- 
ance of  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York,  passed 
April  12,  1848,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof  and  supplementary 
thereto,  do  hereby  certify  as  follows  : 

I.  The  name  of  the  Society  so  to  be  incorporated  shall  be  “The 
Women’s  Educational  and  Industrial  Union  of  Buffalo.” 

II.  The  particular  business  and  object  of  said  Society  shall  be  to 
increase  fellowship  among  women,  in  order  to  promote  the  best  prac- 
tical methods  for  securing  their  educational,  industrial  and  social 
advancement. 

This  shall  be  accomplished  as  follows  : 

1.  By  the  establishment  of  a reading-room  and  library. 

2.  By  maintaining  a registry  for  the  higher  employment  of  women. 

3.  By  organizing  and  maintaining  classes  in  educational  and  indus- 
trial branches. 

4.  By  assisting  poor  women  to  collect  debts  and  to  establish  their 
legal  rights. 

5.  By  assisting  the  worthy  poor. 

6.  By  giving  courses  of  lectures  on  various  topics,  and  social  enter- 
tainments 

7.  By  the  establishment  of  a gymnasium  for  women 
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III.  There  shall  be  a Board  of  Directors  of  said  Society,  which  shall 
consist  of  thirty-six  (36)  members,  and  the  names  of  such  Directors  for 
the  first  year  of  the  corporate  existence  of  said  Society  are  :

CONSTITUTION. 

Adopted  May  4,  1886. 


ARTICLE  l.— Title. 

This  association  shall  be  called  “ The  Women’s  Educational  and  In- 
dustrial Union  of  Buffalo.” 

ARTICLE  1 1. — Object. 

Its  purpose  is  to  increase  fellowship  among-  women,  in  order  to  pro- 
mote the  best  practical  methods  for  securing  their  educational,  indus- 
trial and  social  advancement. 

ARTICLE  III.— Officers. 

Section  i.  The  business  management  of  the  Union  shall  be  vestea 
in  a Board  of  Directors,  which  shall  consist  of  thirty-six  members, 
twelve  of  whom  shall  retire  annually. 

§ 2.  The  Directors  in  office  at  the  time  this  Constitution  takes  effect 
shall  serve  out  the  terms  for  which  they  were  respectively  elected.  At 
each  annual  election  thereafter  twelve  directors  shall  be  chosen,  who 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  the  annual  meet- 
ing next  following  their  election,  and  until  their  successors  shall  have 
been  elected  and  shall  have  accepted  their  offices. 

§ 3.  Immediately  after  the  annual  election  the  Board  of  Directors 
shall  organize,  and  for  that  purpose  elect  from  its  members  by  ballot,  a 
President,  three  Vice-Presidents,  a Corresponding  Secretary,  a Record- 
ing Secretary  and  a Treasurer,  who  shall  be  the  officers  of  the  Board 
and  of  the  Union.  They  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  one 
year  from  the  annual  meeting  next  following  their  election  and  until 
their  successors  shall  have  been  elected  and  shall  have  accepted  their 
offices ; their  duties  shall  be  prescribed  in  the  By-laws. 

§ 4.  At  or  before  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors, after  the  annual  election,  the  newly  elected  President  shall 
appoint  from  the  members  of  the  Union  the  following  standing  com- 
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mittees  : Finance,  Social  Affairs,  Industries  and  Employment,  Domestic 
Training,  Hygiene  and  Physical  Culture,  Philanthropy,  Education, 
Protection,  Library,  and  Membership.  The  Board  of  Directors  may 
approve  or  reject  the  nominations  of  all  committees,  except  that  of  the 
chairman,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  from  the  Board  of 
Directors  and  shall  not  be  rejected  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

ARTICLE  IV. — Membership. 

Any  woman  may  become  a member  of  the  Union  by  subscribing  to  the 
Constitution,  and  paying  the  annual  dues,  which  shall  be  one  dollar,  and 
which  shall  entitle  her  to  the  privileges  of  the  Union  for  one  year  from 
the  first  day  of  the  month  when  she  shall  become  such  member  ; and 
may  become  a life  member  by  the  payment  of  fifty  dollars.  The  annual 
payment  of  ten  dollars  shall  make  the  person  so  paying  a sustaining 
member. 


ARTICLE  V.— Fiscal  Year. 

The  fiscal  year  of  the  Union  shall  close  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  May. 

ARTICLE  VI. — Annual  Meeting. 

Section  i.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Union  shall  occur  on  the 
second  Tuesday  of  May. 

§ 2.  Twenty-five  members  shall  constitute  a quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business. 

§ 3.  At  each  annual  meeting  the  officers  of  the  various  standing 
committees  shall  make  reports  of  their  work  for  the  past  year,  and  the 
recently-elected  officers  shall  be  installed. 

§ 4.  The  following  order  of  business  shall  be  observed  at  each 
annual  meeting  : 

1.  Reading  of  the  minutes  of  last  meeting. 

2.  Reports  of  officers. 

3.  Reports  of  committees. 

4.  Resolutions,  motions  and  notices. 

5.  Unfinished  business. 

6.  Report  of  inspectors  of  elections. 

7.  Installation  of  officers. 
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ARTICLE  VII. — Annual  Election. 

SECTION  i.  The  annual  election  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday 
of  May.  All  directors  shall  be  elected  by  ballot. 

§ 2.  The  polls  shall  be  open  from  io  A.  M.  to  8 p.  M.,  and  no  mem- 
ber in  arrears  for  dues  shall  be  entitled  to  vote. 

ARTICLE  VIII.—  Vacancies. 

Any  vacai..,c  incurring  in  the  officers  or  Board  of  Directors  shall  be 
filled  by  the  Board  at  the  next  regular  meeting  after  such  vacancy  shall 
occur,  and  the  person  so  elected  shall  serve  out  the  term  of  the  person 
whom  she  succeeds. 

ARTICLE  IX. — Departments  of  Work. 

Section  i.  The  Union  shall  maintain  a free  public  library,  which 
shall  be  kept  open  day  and  evening,  except  when  closed  by  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Board. 

§ 2.  The  various  departments  of  the,  work  of  the  Union  shall  be  in 
charge  of  the  various  standing  committees.  New  departments  may  be 
organized  from  time  to  time,  whenever  the  Board  of  Directors  shall 
deem  such  action  favorable  to  the  aims  of  the  Union. 

§ 3.  The  Union,  in  all  its  departments  of  work,  shall  be  and  remain 
entirely  non-sectarian. 

ARTICLE  'A.-— Associate  Societies. 

Section  i.  All  working  associations  of  women  shall  be  invited  to 
interchanges  of  thought,  in  order  that  the  practical  working  merits  of 
each  may  be  known. 

§ 2.  All  philanthropic  associations,  with  their  various  systems,  shall 
be  considered  by  the  Union  and  their  fellowship  invited. 

ARTICLE  XI. — Amendments. 

These  articles  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  Union 
by  a two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present,  provided  formal  notice  of 
the  proposed  change  shall  have  been  given  to  the  Board  of  Directors  at 
a previous  meeting  of  the  Board. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS. 

Adopted  June  i,  1886. 


ARTICLE  I. — Meetings. 

Section  i.  A regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be 
held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  every  month.  Special  meetings  may  be 
called  by  the  President  upon  the  written  request  of  any  member  of  such 
Board,  and  a special  meeting  of  the  Society  may  be  called  at  any  time 
by  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  object  of  a special  meet- 
ing shall  be  stated  in  a call,  and  no  other  business  than  that  specified 
shall  be  transacted. 

§ 2.  Committee  meetings  shall  be  called  at  least  once  each  month  by 
the  chairmen  of  the  committees,  and  five  members  of  each  committee 
shall  constitute  a quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business 

ARTICLE  II. — Duties  of  Officers. 

Section  i.  President. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  pre- 
side at  all  regular  and  special  meetings  of  the  Union  and  of  the  Board 
of  Directors.  She  shall  maintain  a general  oversight  and  direction  of  the 
several  departments  of  the  Union’s  work,  and  shall  have  power  to  ap- 
point, with  the  advice  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  special  committees 
for  the  conduct  of  matter  that  may  arise  outside  of  the  province  of  the 
standing  committees,  and  shall  fill  by  appointment  all  vacancies  which 
shall  occur  in  the  standing  committees.  She  shall  have  the  usual  powers 
of  a presiding  officer. 

§ 2.  Vice-Presidents. — The  Vice-Presidents  shall  assist  the  Presi- 
dent in  the  performance  of  her  duties,  and  shall  act  in  her  absence  in 
the  order  in  which  they  were  elected. 

§ 3.  Treasurer. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  all 
moneys  of  the  Society,  and  to  deposit  and  invest  them  according  to  the 
direction  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  She  shall  keep  true  books  of 
account  and  give  and  take  receipts  and  vouchers  as  may  be  necessary, 
and  report  upon  the  condition  of  the  treasury  at  each  regular  meeting 


of  the  Board,  or  whenever  required  so  to  do  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 
She  shall  pay  out  no  money  except  upon  the  written  order  of  the  Presi- 
dent and  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee.  The  Chairman  of  the 
Finance  Committee  shall  designate  in  writing  a member  of  the  Finance 
Committee  to  act  in  her  temporary  absence  with  power  to  sign  such 
orders.  The  Treasurer  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Board  of 
Directors  shall  prescribe.  The  books  kept  by  the  Treasurer  shall  be 
open  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  and  examination  of  any  member  of 
the  Board  of  Directors.  The  Treasurer  shall  present  a report  at  each 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  an  annual  report  at  each 
annual  meeting  of  the  Union. 

§ 4.  Secretaries. — The  Recording  Secretary  shall  attend  all  meet- 
ings of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  of  the  Union,  and  shall  give  notice 
of  all  meetings.  She  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all  meetings  and  pre- 
serve all  records  and  papers  belonging  to  the  Union.  She  shall  enroll 
the  names  of  all  the  members  of  the  Union  and  shall  present  a report 
at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Union. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
Union  and  keep  a file  of  all  letters  received  and  copies  of  all  letters 
written  by  her,  She  shall  present  a report  at  each  regular  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  and  an  annual  report  at  each  annual  meeting  of 
the  Union. 

ARTICLE  III. — Standing  Committees. 

Section  i.  The  Committee  on  Finance  shail  have  charge  of  the 
financial  affairs  of  the  Union  and  shall,  with  the  officers  of  the  Union, 
provide  methods  for  securing  funds  and  obtaining  donations  and  assess- 
ments. It  shall  superintend  all  disbursements  made  and  shall  audit 
the  annual  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

§ 2.  Committee  on  Social  Affairs. — It  shall  have  charge  of  all 
matters  pertaining  to  the  entertainment  of  the  members  of  the  Union. 
It  shall  provide  means  for  informing  and  directing  strangers  who  may 
require  the  assistance  of  the  Union,  and  extend  to  all  its  hospitality. 

§ 3.  Committee  on  Industries  and  Employment. — It  shall  be 
its  duty  to  advise  and  adopt  such  industrial  methods  as  shall  best  assist 
all  women  in  their  chosen  avocations.  It  shall  provide  a Bureau  of 
Registration,  which  shall  record  all  applications  for  employment  and 
furnish  imformation  to  those  seeking  it. 
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§4-  Committee  on  Domestic  Training. — It  shall  provide,  by 
means  of  classes  or  other  methods,  such  instruction  as  shall  tend  to 
exalt  household  labor. 

§ 5.  Committee  on  Hygiene  and  Physical  Culture. —It  shall 
provide,  by  means  of  illustrations,  lectures,  a gymnasium  and  other 
instructions,  true  and  simple  methods  by  which  the  laws  of  health  shall 
be  best  promoted.  It  shall  make  and  enforce  the  rules  governing  the 
use  of  the  gymnasium. 

§ 6.  Committee  upon  Philanthropy.  — It  shall  have  general 
charge  of  all  matters  pertaining  to  practical  philanthropy,  which  shall 
include  the  visiting  and  caring  for  the  sick,  and  any  work  which  may 
properly  come  within  the  scope  of.  its  purpose. 

§ 7.  Committee  on  Education. — It  shall  seek  to  disseminate  true 
ideas  affecting  the  higher  question  of  human  interest,  provide  courses 
of  lectures,  conversation  and  classes,  and  make  such  other  provisions  as 
shall  best  promote  the  educational  interests  of  women. 

§ 8.  Committee  on  Protection. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
committee  to  commend  the  legal  and  social  rights  of  women  to  public 
attention,  and  shall  assist  in  all  measures  which  may  be  taken  to  enforce 
the  rights  of  any  woman  who  may  apply  for  its  assistance. 

§ 9.  Committee  on  Library. — It  shall  have  charge  of  the  library 
and  reading-room  of  the  Union  and  keep  them  free  and  open  for  use  to 
the  public,  and  shall  make  and  enforce  rules  for  their  conduct  and 
government. 

§ 10.  Committee  on  Membership. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
committee  to  solicit  renewals,  and  in  every  way  possible  endeavor  to 
increase  the  Sustaining  and  Annual  Membership. 

§ 11.  The  Chairman  of  each  standing  committee  shall  preside  at  all 
the  meetings  of  her  committee  and  at  all  entertainments  and  lectures 
held  under  its  auspices.  In  case  of  her  inability  to  serve,  she  shall 
appoint  a substitute. 

§12.  All  standing  committees  shall  be  under  the  authority  and  sub- 
ject to  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  which  may  approve  or 
reverse  the  action  of  any  such  committee.  Each  committee  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  such  sub-committees  from  among  the  members  of  the 
Union  as  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  approve.

§ 13.  All  new  measures  proposed  in  committee  meetings,  which 
shall  tend  in  any  way  to  vary  the  existing  action  of  the  departments  of 
the  Union,  shall  be  submitted  for  discussion  and  decision  to  the  Board 
of  Directors,  at  a special  meeting  called  for  the  purpose  of  considering 
such  measures. 

§ 14.  The  deliberations  of  all  meetings  of  the  Union  shall  be  gov- 
erned by  “ Roberts’  Rules  of  Order.” 

ARTICLE  IV. — Order  of  Business. 

The  following  order  of  business  shall  be  observed  at  each  regular 
meeting  : 

1.  Call  to  order. 

2.  Roll  call. 

3.  Reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting. 

4.  Report  of  Superintendent. 

5.  Reports  of  Officers. 

6.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees. 

7.  Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

8.  Unfinished  business. 

9.  New  business. 

10.  Miscellaneous  business. 

11.  Adjournment. 

ARTICLE  V. — Real  Estate. 

The  management  and  control  of  the  real  estate  owned  by  the  Union 
shall  be  vested  in  the  President,  Secretaries,  Treasurer  and  the  Chair- 
men of  the  various  standing  committees,  who  will  be  charged  with  the 
care  and  preservation  thereof,  but  no  expense  shall  be  incurred  by  this 
Committee  of  Real  Estate  without  previous  sanction  of  the  Board  of 
Directors. 


ARTICLE  VI. — Annual  Election. 

On  the  first  Tuesday  of  April  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  appoint  a 
nominating  committee,  consisting  of  two  members  of  the  Board  and 
three  from  the  Union,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  twenty-four  nom- 
inations of  Directors  to  be  voted  for  at  the  succeeding  annual  election. 
Each  member  of  the  Union  shall  vote  for  twelve  Directors,  and  the 
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twelve  receiving'  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared  elected  ; 
and  on  the  same  day  the  Board  shall  also  appoint  five  inspectors  of 
election  to  act  at  the  annual  election. 

ARTICLE  VII. — Amendments. 

These  By-laws  shall  not  be  amended  or  altered  except  at  a regular 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  after  notice  of  such  proposed 
alteration  or  amendment  shall  have  been  given  at  the  previous  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board.
